Oscar Hammerstein hae decided that he will 
not complete his Drury Lane Theatre, in Weet 
Thirty-fourth Street, New York Olty. He has 
sent word to many realty brokers that the prop- 
erty is for eale. The reasons he gives for the 
abandonment of this big project are {ll health 
and a desire to retire from active life.

The Drurv Lane Theatre is partly built. The 
premises comprise a plot with a frontage of 125 
feet on Thirty-fourth Street, beginning 175 feet 
west of Wighth Avenue, and with a depth of 
197.6 feet. For many years the Decker Bros.’ 
piano factory stood on the site. 


HOW WILL IT TURN OUT? 


The query now comes from every section of 
the country as to bow will the present theatri- 
cal season turn out. It is naturally understood 
that the financial end of the proposition is the 
doubtful feature, as the artistic side has al- 
ready been reduced to a definite certainty. 
Through 4 system of renovation the managers 
have succeeded in enlivening the situation con- 
siderably from an artistic 6tandpoint. amd there 
is no doubt but what the presentation of the 
plays are a decided improvement this year over 
what they were last year. The socalled elec- 
tion scare proved to be a huge farce—one of 
those musical ones with the music detached. 
The Presidential campaign so far bas been a 
unique one, and will probably be so recorded af- 
ter the campaign is entirely over. So quiet are 
things political that scarcely does a person 
know even when election comes off, and if it 
wasn't for the text-book phrase which we learn. 
ed in our schooling days, ‘‘the first Tuesday af- 
ter the first Monday in November,.”’ a majority 
of the people would be in need of enlightenment 
upon the subject. Its corollary, ‘‘businesg dis- 
turbances attendant upon election.’’ has also 
proved to be largely a myth. This season buai- 
ness conditions have not weakened to any per- 
ceptible extent in a majority of branches, and 
it holds up in a manner that ie regaling. 

One cause, of which it might be said has in 
& measure confused the situation, ts the reluc- 
tance of 


ill cared for. This condition has decreased the 
time for advertising. and has cut somewhat of a 
figure in the box-office receipts. But thig evil 
is being righted and managers bave become ac- 
quainted with the situation. Managers are 
turning optimistic. Companies are being booked 
farther ahead, and better results will follow. 

Reporte from other countries are good. Amer- 
icans playing in and England report 
good business. They invariably write of new 
houses going up and of good patronage ia 
the old ones. 

It can not be sald that managers are euffer- 
ing from last season's losses. Brighter pros- 
pects expel all fear of stringency In that direc- 
tion. With the assurance that the election is 
cutting no figure in the businese of theatrical 
companies, the situation will become brighter 
and when the politician's work is done things 
theatrical will be running very mmoothly. Bat 


than was expected, and has continued so. Trav- 
eling companies are not complaining of bad 
business. True, it is that they expected noth- 
ing large, but they have been able to keep 
on the road, and are better off financially than 
when they started the season. From present 
prospects the result looks most encouraging.

LONDON GOSSIP. 


A Few Observations on the Lon- 
don Stage. 


The “Daily Express’ publishes an article 
headed *“‘Hiow Musical Comedy is Made,’’ writ- 
ten by Mr. Seymour Hicks, the famous young 
actor who has done so much for London in con- 
nection with successful musical plays. He 
deals with the subject from the standpoint 
of public requirements, and divides his prospec- 
live arrangements between popular taste and 
the character of the artistes he proposes to 
engage. He says: ‘First, pick your artistes, 
choose a theatre, and then engage a etaff of 
people to write music, books and Lyrics.’’ Mr. 
Hicks speaks in parable by sayiug: ‘‘Mules 
must have a driver, but as a humble worker it 
always amuses we that the driver never admits 
to the public that the mules have pulled rhe 
coach.” There is no doubt Mr. Hick’s success 
is largely due to bis selection of subjects. He 
studies the tastes of the people, and by giving 
them what they want succeeds in securing their 
money. He says: ‘Better to laugh at an 
amusing Chinaman all one’s life, than to yawn 
at the same individual trying to make himself 
different." The aim of the musical comedy 
playwright is not to make his comedian what 
he isn’t, which recalls the lines of the injured 
heroine, who, turning to the villian in the 
drama said: ‘It is men like you that made us 
women what we are not.’ He acknowledges 
that the success of most plays—particularly 
those of ligbt musical comedy—are due entirely 
to the artistes, for what would the Toreador 
be without Teddy Payne, or Three Little 
Maids without G. P. Huntley.’’ 

The Prayer of the Sword. a play produced at 
the Adelphi Theatre, by Oscar Asche and his 
colleague, Mr. Otho Stuart, is one of four acts 
and belongs to a period of mediaeval Italy. If 
is to bave taken place in Andola, a 
small Independent State, unknown to history, 
in the Marches of Italy, A. LD. 1500. It deais 
with the story of a young monk who forsakes 
the Cloisters for the Sword, through an inborn 
desire to ‘do’ instead of ‘“‘pray,’”’ his soul 
revolting at a life of imactivity and passivity. 
The Duchess of Andola, Llaria Visconti, on the 
occasion of a visit to the monastery of Sav 
Pruno—of which Fra Andrea—the young monk— 
is an inmate,—leads to a dialogue between the 
two, in which he betrays his emotion to the 


young Duchess. His opportunity comes 
a little later, when an old sol- 
dier, in fighting in defence of the 


Duchess, is mortally wounded, and carried with- 
in the gates of the monastery to die in Aan- 
drea’s arms. (Before he expires, he entreats tbe 
monk to take his sword and use it in the same 
cause. This opportunity the monk looked upon 
a8 an answer to his prayer, and he immediately 
leaves the monastery with the sword of the 
dead soldier, and loses no time in vanquishing 
the Gonfalonier of Andola, who has been trying 
to induce the Duchess to marry him under 
threats of causing her downfall in case of re- 
fusal, He swears vengeance upon the monk, 
but in the last act is himself stabbed t 
death by Andrea, but not until he has mortally 
wounded llaria Visconti with an accidental cut 
by a poisoned sword intended for Andrea. The 
scene in which Ilaria dies, after imploring An- 
drea to bury her body in the grave in which she 
saw him digging his daily ‘‘two shovels full’’ 
on the occasion of her visit to the monastery, 
is most pathetic, and the play ends with a 
tableau of an aged priset bending over a green 
grave, on the same spot on which it opens with 
the young monk standing leaning on his 
shovel. The priest is Andrea, he baving been 
reinstated by papal decree. In Act 3 occurs a 
most striking scene in the interior of the 
Church of San Giovanni, when the two lovers, 
Andrea and Ilaria, meet to be united in mar- 
riage. It is the strongest point in the play, 
and calls for the best acting of Mr. Oscar 
Asche, Miss Lilly Brayton (his wife). and Mr. 
Walter Hampton. The interference of Braccio 
Scorla (Gonfalonier of Andola) and the superb 
pleadings of Ularia and profound declaration 
of Andrea that he is serving his God in doing 
his duty as he sees it, though it separate bim 
from the Church, is a situation bound to im- 
press, and when the curse of the Prior of San 
Bruno falls upon the young ex-monk, consnmma 
tion and solemnity assimilate. 

It Is a question in the minds of many wheth- 
er any good can come from cirivaturing the 
Charch on the stage. but it is elaimed that

moral, but in The Prayer of the Sword the 
points of lesson seem to be at variance. The 
principal issues of the play seem to be a trifle 
scattered. In the first place Andrea Gnds his 
soul revolting against prayer in words, and 
longs to show his love for the Master in deeds 
Ordinarily, we should expect that after follow- 
ing out the dictates of his conscience by acts 
of service to his fellow men, he would naturally 
reap @ material reward. but on this line the 
Story changes, and we find him at the end a 
disconsolate old man, his convictions having 
brought him nothing but sorrow. 

The play, far from being entertaining in the 
true sense of the word, is most solemn and sad 
throughout. After all, it is what the Germans 
say of us, we have no conception of pure 
drama. We go to the theatre to be amused 
and not entertained, and such serious situations 
do not appeal to the Briton as to the Teuton. It 
is true we enjoy the same operas. but not in the 
Same sense. The Germans devour the plot, 
while the Englishman absorbs the music. 

The part of Braccio Scorla, Gonfalonier of 
Andola, is taken by Mr. Oscar Asche himself, 
with something of the same frank manner wi 
have seen in him in Iris, Richard the Second 
and the Merry Wives of Windsor. Miss Lily 
Brayton, is a most charming Duchess. and the 
principal work in the play is Civided between 
her and Mr. Walter Hampton. who plays the 
part of Andrea. Beppo. the Fool, was ably 
Played by Mr. Charles Augelo.

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We know enongh about crop conditions now 
to speak with certainty. Astute showmen and 
experienced theatrical managers know that big 
crops make the country prosperous for a great 
porportion of the population—about forty-five 
per cent.—is directly affected by the increased 
income from the enlarged production while the 
balance of the population—fifty-five per cent.— 
can not help being indirectly benefited from the 
prosperity of the farmer. The crops for 1904 
are enormeus, the total production of the lead- 
ing cereals is greater than in any previous 
year, excepting 1902. The value of the leading 
cereals this year will result io the distribution 
of a greater amount of money among the Amer- 
ican farmers than ever before. 

The following statistics, showing the indicated 
production of the three leading cereals—wheat, 
corn and oats—and the value of these cereals 
for 1894, as compared with 1903 and 1902, eug- 
gests to what extent the purchasing power of 
the country has been increased:

To the sum of $2.000,000,000, the indicated 
value of the three leading cereals, must be ad- 
ded the value of rye, barley, buckwheat and 
other minor cereals, hay and other farm pro 
ducts, the value of which is greater in the ag- 
gregate than ever before. This will make 
money plentiful in agricultural towns and 
theatrical business is bound to be good in con- 
sequence. And, too, the prosperous conditions ob- 
taining in the agricultural towns will very short- 
ly attract companies and combinations now play- 
ing in the manufacturing cities and as the 
latter have not yet felt the stimulus, fewer 
fhows therein will make business much better 
for those that remain. 


Aside from the cereal crops, there is also the 
enormous cotton crop to take into consideration. 
This crop will aggregate at least 11,500,000 
bales, according to the Government figures. It 
is figured from the nature of the demand and 
supply, that the average price of. cotton will 
not go under the ten cents a pound during the 
year, and on this basis the cotton crop’s value 
at the lowest estimates may be placed at $575,- 
000,000. The South is far more prosperous than 
ehe has ever been. Dixie is more than making 
good on every promise which she held out to 
circus and theatrical managers. Furthermore 
her bumper crop will soon set all the wheels 
te turning in the cotton mills of New England 
and the North. Revival in industrial condi- 
tions js ell that is needed to land us in the 
midet of a big boom.

The theatrical situation in Chica~o remains 
unruffed by sny strenuous political excitement. 
the general campaign apathy working to the 


decided advantage of amusement purveyors. So 
far the season in Chicago has proved a record 
breaker. With a superior line of attractions, 
several] of the theatres have not played to a va- 
cant seat eince the season was fmaugurated, 
and with but one exception, all of the play- 
houses have done a remarkable business. The 
Chinese Honeymoon, which concluded its en- 
gagement at the Auditorium, Saturday night, 
15, has the record of playing to more money in a 
fortnight’s engagement than any other musical 
comedy or play that has been produced. The 
total receipts of the two weeke at the Audi- 
torium were over $65,000. The Shuberts have 
decided to select Chicago as their producing cen- 
ter in the future, Their production,, Fantana, 
will remain at the Garrick until after the holi- 
days. Contrary to the expectations of many 
who are more or less familiar with Chicago 
theatrical affairs, the Sothern-Marlowe engage- 
ment proved successful from a financial stand- 
point. That it was destined to prove an artis- 
tie success was admitted as soon as the first 
performance revealed the praiseworthy spirit 
of the players, and the generous policy of the 
management. After an absence of two years, 
Mr. N. C. Goodwin has returned to Chicago in 
a play that is suited to his talents as an actor. 
The Usurner will remain at Powers’ for an 
extended engagement. The Barnum and Bailey 
engagement at the Coliseum may be reckoned as 
one of the notable events, 


That the West is the best recruiting place for 
the really active, vivacious chorus girl who can 
sing as well as act is rapidly recognized by the 
big producing managers. For the last three 
years two prominent Eastern managers have 
obtained most of the members of their chorus 
from the meny musical colleges which Chicago 
abounds in. Another recruited his ranks al- 
most entirely from Cincinnati and a fourth ob- 
tained his entire quota at St. Louis. This is 
rather reversing the usual order of things. In- 
stead of the actors, actresses and performers 
going East, the manager now goes West.

OBITUARY. 

Richard H. Kinman, proprietor of the Empire 
Theatre, Terre Haute, Ind., died at his home 
in that city on October 5, from the effects of 
typhoid fever. Mr. Kinman was sick just two 
weeks. His physicians thought he was getting 
along nicely and even allowed him to be taken 
to witness the opening of the Empire Theatre. 
After returning from the theatre his condition 
grew worse and complications set in. Mr. Kin- 
man was born at Petersburg, Ind., and would 
have been forty-four years old on the 22d of 
next March. Kinman’s ambition for years was 
to run a theatre and all his plans were directed 
toward attaining that object. He rented the 
old court house corner at Third and Main 
Streets and fitted up the upstairs into a variety 
theatre. He worrled a great deal about the 
arrangements and that is believed to have sent 
him to bed {ll three days before the date of the 
opening. He had his heart set on seeing the 
first night and a couch was fitted up for him 
on the back of the stage from which he could 
see what was going on. Mr. Kinman is sur- 
vived by a wife and brother. 

Mr. John Hollingshead. who was an author 
and journalist, died last week in London. 
Sept. 9, 1827. He was educated at Homerton. 
He did his first newspaper work on the staff of 
Household Words, under Charles Dickens. He 
was afterward associated with several othe: 
prominent London newspapers and magazines. 
He helped to.found the Alhambra Theatre in 
1886, and founded the Galety Theetre in 
1868. THe was the lessee of many London thea- 
tres and director of numerous music ball com- 
panies. During his theatrical life he abolished 
fees and established general matinees. He was 
the anthor of many works, principally founded 
on experiences in his newspaper and theatrical 
life. He was very fond of travel and was well 
known in America, being a member of several 
clubs In New York and Buffalo. 

T. P. Thomas, cashier and ticket manager for 
the Labb Amusement Co. at the Crump’s Park 
Theatre Atlanta. Ga., was found dead fn his 
room at the Arlington Hotel in that city Oc- 
tober 5. The evidence before the coroner's jury 
Indicated that death was due to natural causes, 
as the man had suffered for some time with «a 
complication of troubles. His home was orig!- 
nally in Philadelphia, but he has been with the 
amusement company with which he was con- 
nected at his death for more than twenty years. 
The remains were interred In Rose Hill ceme- 
tery.

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PRESIDENT WILL OPEN EXHIBI- 
TION. 


The President at Washington will formally 
open the Lewis and Clark Centennial Exposition 
which will be beld In Portland, Ore., next year. 
Arrangements are now under consideration by 
the Exposition management whereby the na- 
tion’s chief executive will. on June 1, by preas- 
ing a lever in the White House at Washington. 
D. C., set in motion the machinery of the 
Worlé’s Fair of the West, 2,000 miles away. 
The act in itself will be a memorable 
in modern scientific methods, and one that is 
bound to find a permanent place in the pages of 
history. 

The opening of the Exposition is to be made 
one of the most auspicious events in the his- 
tory of expositions. When the President draws 
the lever fitted un with the necessary electrical 
devices connected with the Exposition grounds, 
ealnte of 101 guns will boom forth, a dozen 
bands or more will play ‘‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner,”’ a chorus of several hundred trained 
voices will join with the bands in the national 
air, and the cheering of thousands of enthu- 
siastic yoices will mingle with the din. 

The entire opening day will be occupied with 
appropriate and fitting exercises, beginning with 
a great military and civic parade in the morn- 
ning. It is intended that this parade shall be 
without an equal in the past history of the 
Northwest.

On one evenin, 
2.500 tickets were given away, and the crows 
that assembled packed every inch of space 
The scheme bas aroused much interest and th 
demand ie greater than the supply. It ha 
proved a great echeme to catch votes. Mr 
Wachter is the Republican candidate in th 
Third Congressional District, and now servin 
his fourth term.
